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TRANSFORMER EXPLODES, CAUSES 
OUTAGES — At 5:45 p.m. Monday evening a 
transformer exploded in the 400 block of E. 
Grandview, causing electrical outages over much 
of Sierra Madre. The exploding transformer 
caused a downed power line that ignited fires 
in backyards of four homes. The 16,000-volt 
line energized the ground to the point, accord¬ 
ing to Rich Snyder, fire inspector, that “the 
heat into the ground through the roots of a tree 
turned sand to glass.” The wire missed a 
swimming pool by about three feet. At first 
Southern California Edison could not shut off 
the electricity because of the amount of hu¬ 
midity in the air, Snyder said. Snyder also 
said that the cause was probably the overload 
of electricity that time of day when people, 
coming home from work, turned on air condi¬ 
tioners. Both Sierra Madre Fire Engine 41 and 
42 responded and Arcadia Engine 33 was here 
for a short period. These photos show the 
burned grass within a three-foot radius and fire¬ 
fighters spraying the area of the transformer to 
keep the fire from spreading further. An Edison 
spokesperson said that a typical transformer 
does not have a problem of a load of 125 to 150 
percent over its load. This transformer was 
overloaded by over 225 percent. The 15-KV 
transformer was replaced with a 25-KV. Edison 
said that when people get new appliances, 
they should notify the electrical company so 
that the company can supply a larger transformer. 




Council passes resolution 
to start O.G. drawings 
toward reconstructing road 


Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams was the “holdout” 
and voted “no” against other Sierra Madre City 
Council members Tuesday evening when they decided 
whether to pass Resolution 91-51 which approved 
the roadway design concept for the improvement of 
Orange Grove Ave. The resolution also authorizes 
preparation of roadway improvement plans, spec¬ 
ifications and environmental documents. 

Adams said in the discussion period, “I’d like 
to see Arcadia put ‘leaving dips in the road to con¬ 
trol traffic’ and not to significantly widen the road 
(in their addressing Orange Grove).” 

Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray argued 
that work could begin without passing the resolu¬ 
tion; however. City Administrator Jim McRea ex¬ 
plained that the county would be doing the plan. 
“We’re not (doing the plan). We need a resolution 
to go to the county; we need to have a mutually 
acceptable design concept...The county prefers to 
design to county standards...The preliminary design 
drawings will be field checked before the working 
drawings, then you review the plan.” 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan agreed with City 
Engineer Kev Tcharkhoutian that the resolution 
should be passed so Kev and Arcadia’s City Engineer 
Joe Lopez could come back with a preliminary con¬ 
cept plan. 

Concerning the Hillside Management Ordi¬ 
nance, McRea explained to the group that the En¬ 
vironmental Assessment is now being prepared. 
■‘Work will be accomplished for the EIR which 
should be available for circulation in draft form by, 
on or before Oct. 4 which would allow for a 30-day 
review period. The City Council will consider the 
plan on Nov. 5.” 

The council decided to receive and file. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai questioned the need 


for the $35(X) administration computer and urged 
that all of those using computers get up-front 
schooling. The council OKed the computer by unani¬ 
mous vote. 

Mayor Buchan introduced Fire Chief Edward 
Tracy who explained that the Glendale Fire Depart¬ 
ment had loaned a 1967 Seagrave ladder truck to 
Sierra Madre “to look at the apparatus for as long 
as we want.” The ladder is 85 feet tall and will 
cost the city between S45(X) and $5000. The item 
will be on the Oct. 8 agenda. 

Also on that agenda will be discussion concern¬ 
ing TheaterQuest, a nonprofit California educational 
corporation wishing to bring Shakespeare plays to 
the band shell in Memorial Park for six weeks during 
the summer months. 

In other news. Sierra Madre resident, John 
Govorchin, called the council’s attention to the 
traffic enforcement officer who tags cars “two hours 
less 20 minutes” instead of the regular two hours. 
He also complained about the code enforcement of¬ 
ficer who cites both the homeowner and the work¬ 
man without a city license (doing construction work 
in Sierra Madre). 

Govorchin asked the council if there were .tn 
ordinance to be passed not allowing people to solicit 
in town and to refuse unwanted deliveries of "un¬ 
wanted papers.” 

Ralph Schroder stated his concerns for the signs 
on utility poles which could cause injuries to workers. 
He suggested that the Police Department on their 
patrols take down the signs and contact the people 
who put them up in an effort to stop the 
practice. 

A report on last Thursday evening’s Planning 
Commission will be published in next week’s paper.

Seating 30 
customers, it was full when we entered and we 
were offered seats in wing-back chairs with 
newspapers and magazines to read while we 
waited for an empty table.

We didn’t smell the roses 
but we did enjoy joining, if for only a little 
while, the people who make up rural America.

More about getting the new SMFD unit... 

It was a great day for the Sierra Madre 
Fire Department to add this new unit to their 
equipment line. During the fund drive several 
more men enrolled and completed the course 
of study to qualify as EMTs. They were cer¬ 
tified making them eligible to answer emergency 
calls thus giving the department a sufficient 
number of EMTs to man the new ambulance 
around the clock. 

Sam Tesoro, with the backing of the local 
Kiwanis Club, had done a good job. Together, 
they accomplished a job that many thought 
might be impossible. 

Very little is remembered about the first 
days of operation of the unit except that they 
were busy ones. I do remember one month 
that the unit made 315 calls. Now these were 
not all medical emergencies. It’s been the policy 
since day one that the medical unit responds to 
all fire calls in case a situation develops that 
they are needed. 

The unit has been credited with saving 
more than several lives over the years it has 
been in operation. This is a definite statement

made by doctors at Arcadia Methodist Hospital 
who were constant in their praise of the effi¬ 
ciency of the unit and the condition that the 
patients arrived for their care. 

During the first couple of years the unit 
and its EMTs delivered a baby. For this a stork 
carrying a baby was painted on the side of the 
unit. 

I do not know exactly but I think the state 
law is that an ambulance unit can only be used 
for seven years. It must then be replaced for 
risk of breakdowns while in an emergency run. 
The original unit would have been replaced in 
1983 or 1984. I’m not certain of the year 
but I’m certain of the response. True to the 
interest of the local residnts another drive was 
held and the necessary funds were raised. This 
time the amount was well over the cost of the 
original unit. As always. Sierra Madreans came 
through with gusto and the second unit was 
purchased. 

Here it is 1991 and it will soon be time to 
secure the third unit. Sierra Madre will be 
called upon again, and I am sure they will come 
through with flying colors. Time will tell.

The question is simple; too bad the answer 
isn’t.

Review where the major¬ 
ity of the chamber’s money and volunteer labor 
has been spent during the past 20 years and you 
will see the emphasis has been downtown retail 
oriented. 

What is a Chamber of Commerce? That 
definition hasn’t changed much in 100 years, 
only the verbiage used to make the statement. 
One widely accepted definition states: “The 
Chamber of Commerce is a voluntary organiza¬ 
tion of people, working together to make their

community a better place in which to live and 
make a living.” 

What does a Chamber of Commerce do? 
Here I will defer to a recently published state¬ 
ment by the Duarte (Calif.) Chamber. “The 
chamber’s job is to analyze community needs 
(COMMUNITY NEEDS), channel financial 
and manpower resources of the area, and or¬ 
ganize and develop necessary leadership to in¬ 
sure progress. 

“The Chamber serves as a branch of every 
business (EVERY BUSINESS) in the area to 
do things for and in behalf of the community 
which no one could do alone and which would 
not be done unless someone had the respon¬ 
sibility to do the job. It is the catalyst 
(CATALYST) in getting things accomplished.” 
The bracketed emphasis is mine. 

The single program emphasis of a Main 
Street program is downtown revitalization. Be¬ 
cause the resources are so limited in Sierra 
Madre, most business leaders have seemed to 
agree the general community development pro¬ 
gram of a chamber and downtown revitaliza¬ 
tion efforts should be combined in the Chamber 
of Commerce. Maybe the additional focus 
of Main Street activities has served to further 
blur the chamber’s identity. 

There is nothing wrong or necessarily neg¬ 
ative about the chamber’s focus on downtown 
retail and community promotion. The situa¬ 
tion it creates is that service, professional and 
industrial businesses are suggesting there is no 
benefit for them as member investors in the 
chamber. 

Those are facts. All the “they shouldn’t 
feel that way” conversation in the world isn’t 
going to change how they view the chamber. 

So, if you’re a service, professional or 
industrial business owner and interested in 
sharing an answer, please do!
